Flower Arrangement—Finis

HAVE so enjoyed the letters published 


in response to Mrs. Lois Spencer's let 
ter on flower arrangement principles (No- 
vember, 1946) that I cannot resist adding 
my bit to the discussion—in favor, let me 
say at the outset, of the Misses Biddle an‘ 
Blom. 

Under “Looks at New Books” in the 
March, 1947, issue I found this quotation 
from William Hazlitt: “There are only 
three pleasures in life pure and lasting, 
and all derived from inanimate things— 
hooks, pictures, and the face of nature.” 
I too feel that Hazlitt’s list is far from all- 
inclusive, but no matter. The face of na 
ture! What pleasures here! I see sticks, 
stones, bark of trees, bugs, moss and the 
earth itself in the face of nature, and I see 
them with a keen appreciation and a mar- 
veling at the Supreme Intelligence respon 
sible for all these wonders. Why indeed 
should they not be combined with those 
other wonders of the face of nature 
flowers—in our artistic arrangements? 
Surely, if Mrs. Spencer were to reconsider, 
she would agree that true artistry in floral 
arrangement necessarily includes, rather 
than excludes, any of these wondrous 
though non-floral materials.— (Mrs. )

To the Editor: 


NSTEAD of “This is correct” or “This 

is wrong,” when considering flower ar- 
rangements, might we not better say “I 
like this” or “T don’t like this”? Since we 
all grow and arrange flowers for pleasure, 
why shouldn't we feel free to arrange them 
in the way which gives us the most joy? 

As regards the pictures of flower ar- 
rangements in the last dozen numbers of 
FLoweR Grower, I would not say that 
these arrangements as pictured are not 
beautiful, are not works of art or do not 
conform to the best rules of arrangement, 
and T would not complain about their hay 
ing been published. But I must say that 
I liked very few of them; most of them 
I disliked, and some I disliked very much. 

Here are some of the reasons why I dis 
liked them: Some of the arrangements 
sugeest motion, either into the = stratos 
phere or down to the lower regions; and 
I like my flower arrangements to draw at 
tention to the flowers and to hold it there. 
I do not like dried foliage or tree or shrub 
branches, even if the latter are in bloom, 
mixed with blooms from fleshy stemmed 
plants. I do not like large leaves of an- 
other species mixed with flowers from 
plants which have much smaller leaves. 
Too many of the arrangements illustrated 
had more dish than flowers. Figurines usu 
ally are grossly out of proportion and are 
a distraction. Fruit and flowers look in 
congruous to me. Long-stemmed blooms, 
like callas, eut short and laid at the bot 
tom of a tall arrangement are to me about 
the last word in misdirected effort.—FEb-

But flowers as the grounds for 
unfriendliness are so far from my original 
intention that I would like to call a truce 
—and God bless us all, pro and con, be- 
cause after all the subject is flowers. 

I would like Alice DeMattia to know 
that it is not my ignorance of their prin- 
ciples that baffle and irritate me, but it 
was live and let (flowers) live which in- 
stigated my letter. Having spent quite 
some part of my life in art schools, and 
interior decorating being one of my great 
loves, I have had my little moments on the 
side of art for art’s sake and am no nature 
woman pure and simple. 

The lovely arrangement on the March 
cover of FLOWER GROWER pleased me right 
down to my toes. But compare it with the 
bristly little number in the upper right 
hand corner of page 235 in the same issue! 
Even the mallard looks astounded! 

Far be it from me to deprive anyone of 
his means of happiness, but I wasn’t happy 
either when I sat through a lesson in 
flower arrangement that went something 
like this: take three zinnias with 14-inch 
stems, three 10-inch ones, five 5-inch ones, 
and tuck in from one to three very short 
ones at the base. This was after choosing a 
container of exactly the right dimensions, 
although nothing was said about color or 
texture. It was on the tip of my tongue 
to pipe up with “Add two magnolia leaves, 
seventeen and a half drops of water, mix 
well and bake in a moderate oven!” 

[I hope I haven’t given the impression 
that I just haul in a bunch of flowers and 
dump them into the first container I hap- 
pen to spot. Honestly, I don’t! However, 
I’m still opposed to rigid, geometrical rules 
for flower arrangement, and [I still dislike 
arrangements that give the impression of 
being contrived and artificial; but I'll con- 
tinue to read Biddle and Blom with en- 
joyment even though I don’t always agree 
with them! And now may I say Amen to 
this discussion which, for better or for 
worse, my letter of last fall brought forth!

Trimming African Violets

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OLD winter nights when a_ erack- 
ling fire in the fireplace will be so 
welcome are a long way olf, thank 

goodness! But at corn planting time, 
may I suggest that you give 
thought to pop-corn, which I 

associate with a fire on the hearth. A 
small planting of pop-corn can produce 
enough to last all winter long and even 
yield a surplus that would make very 
acceptable Christmas gifts. 

I have known individuals who have 
collected various kinds of pop-corn in 
years past. Bear Paw is one variety 
which rates high in flavor and the 
stubby ears are much sought, especially 
in New England. Black and red va- 
rieties are colorful when the ears are 
used in harvest arrangements and when 
popped they're of good quality although 
often small- 

A few years ago strawberry pop- 
corn was in vogue in the Mid-west 
among collectors who swapped seeds 
with one another and, in fact, this was 
the only way you could get it. Again, 
its principal value appeared to be in 
arrangements since the ears, which are 
the size and shape of a large straw- 
berry, are borne on = stalks that are 
easily placed in bouquets of flowers 
or dried materials, Now houses 
sell the seed and find it is much in de- 
mand, Some enterprising individuals 
make a good profit selling this corn to 
florists. Word comes from Vaughan’s 
Seed Store in Chicago that they have 
found a light cream yellow’ variety 
identical in size and shape with the 
red strawberry variety.

variety Supergold, and backed his 
claims with a sample which proved that 
this kind, indeed, pops large and erisp, 
But some of the new'‘hybrids, I’m sure, 
will gain great popularity as soon as 
they are known. They appeal to the 
grower because of increased yields, and 
to those who enjoy good pop-corn, be- 
cause of the excellent quality and size 
of the popped corn. 


VERYONE with a_ wisteria that 

doesn’t bloom always wonders why 
a vine with such apparent health and 
vigor should fail to flower. As many 
ways have been suggested to make 
vines bloom, I’m there are 
cures for the common cold. And most 
of them probably have proved as inef- 
fective. Neighbors freely give advice, 
but rare are the reports of good results. 

I may be one of the first to suggest 
that a vine may be forced to flower 
by getting the house painted. Our 
vine, at least, has responded to this 
treatment. Last summer, the trellis on 
which it is trained was tipped to the 
south away from the house for several 
weeks, while the painters were work- 
ing, and all surplus growth was lopped 
off in the bargain. Now, at last, four 
flowering buds are developing on Penn 
Valley, a variety said to have execep- 
tionally long flowered clusters, which I 
purchased seven years ago from A. E. 
Wohlert of Pennsylvania who grew a 
famous collection of long-cluster wis- 
terias at that time. In recent years, 
[ have not found any of these Oriental 
varieties listed in other catalogues and 
[ fear that, as so often happens, with 
the closing of the Wohlert nursery these 
varieties are no longer in cireulation. 
Word from readers to the contrary 
would be “Guaranteed — to 
bloom” methods of caring for vines to 
bring them into flower would please 
many readers, Who has an idea 
to contribute?

Sick Plants Respond to Chemothera 


HEN it comes to plant pests, dis- 

‘ases or insects, prevention rather 

than cure has been the watehword 
of the gardener for generations. The 
way not to lose a crop of potatoes to 
late blight is to spray before disease 
gets started. The way not to lose 
asters to wilt is to set out resistant 
plants. 

Perusal of late scientifie literature 
suggests that a new era may be just 
around the corner. Indeed, it is not 
too visionary to believe that you will 
some day be able to summon a physician 
to the side of your favorite, but ailing, 
tree, hear a diagnosis and get a prescrip- 
tion that will effect a cure. 

The internal treatment of 
with chemicals to curb 
inseets as well—without injuring the 
patient is a subject of investigation 
today in a dozen state, national and 
commercial laboratories in this coun- 
try. Doetors propose to give medicine 
that will immunize, arrest or cure a 
plant’s particular trouble in much the 
same manner that medical doctors 
treat human patients. 

And why not? Already a number 
of disorders traced to nutritional de- 
ficiency are remedied by applications

of chemicals through foliage, soil or 
stem. Notable advances in this diree- 
tion are the cure of internal cork of 
apples by soil application of boron, 
the trunk injections of oaks to correet 
iron deficiency, and foliage or soil 
treatment with zine to prevent chloro- 
sis of tung trees. 

In Britain as early as 1939 
house men were using a .05 per cent 
solution of a proprietary compound 
called Cryptonal to inerease vigor and 
discourage Fusarium dianthi in earna- 
tions. The same chemical was also 
reported to show promise in checking 
Dutch elm disease. Bleeding canker 
of maple, a fungous disease, is now 
successfully treated by chemical injec- 
tions. Florists are using minute amounts 
of selenium on soil to protect certain 
greenhouse flowers from mites, aphids 
and a foliar nematode. 

A large peach orchard in Connecti- 
eut has been treated with chemicals 
that successfully immunized greenhouse 
saplings from “X” disease. Finally, 
the famous elms on the New Haven, 
Conn., Green have been dosed with a 
material that showed considerable 
promise in arresting symptoms of Dutch 
elm disease in young elms.

With indications of suecess at hand, 
plant doctors no longer wag their heads 
tolerantly at the mention of chemo- 
therapy, as this new field of plant science 
is called. Without doubt, plants can 
be saved by internal medication. The 
problem is to find satisfactory mechan- 
ical methods of getting a dose to the 
place in the plant where it is needed, 
and to make costs of materials and 
methods reasonable enough to be 
practical. 


Not a new idea. Apparently injec- 
tion of materials into plants or trees 
for various purposes has been an in- 
triguing subject time out of mind. 
Earliest known records date back to 
the twelfth century, when men were 
interested in altering the flavor or per- 
fume, or introducing medicinal quali- 
ties into fruits and flowers. . In the 
fifteenth century no less a_ celebrity 
than Leonardo da Vinci wrote that 
apples would wither or be rendered 
poisonous if arsenic and realgar were 
injected into holes bored to the heart 
of a tree as the fruit was ripening. 
While we sincerely hope that Leonardo 
was interested in curbing insects that 
fed on the apples, we can think of other 
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f 
fuses tor poisonous fruit in that 
sparkling age. 

In 1602 the British Orchard and Gar- 
den gave directions for getting savor 
and color in fruit. “Cleave the tree or 
bough to the heart and cut a_ piece 
out,” it said. “Put therein powdered 
spices or color, and tie the bark hard 
about it with a dressing of oxdang 
and loam.” <A little later a gentleman 
of Hereford was reported to have rid 
his plum tree of obnoxious insects by 
placing one or two drops of mercury 
into a hole which was afterwards 
plugged up. Reeords of such experi- 
ments came from many parts of Europe, 
but there was little actual knowledge 
of plant physiology or of the pests 
themselves behind these attempts until 
the late nineteenth century. 

Even then, misuse of findings by 
quacks diseredited chemotherapy and 
experiments in our time have been ear- 
ried on more or less behind closed 
laboratory doors. More recently the 
whole subject of plant injection has 
come in for reconsideration in the light 
of stimulating discoveries in the fields 
of medicine and chemistry. 


Treatment of diseases. About ten 
vears ago bleeding canker, a fungous 
maples and beeches, did 
considerable damage to shade trees in 
New England. Dr. Frank L. Howard 
of the Rhode Island Experiment Sta- 
tion put forth the idea that the fungus 
itself might not be the direct cause of 
injury but might be produeing a toxin 
that did the damage. He also found 
that such toxins could be neutralized 
hy the use of synthetic organie chem- 
ieals. Here was the clue to curing 
bleeding canker. Nestor Caroselli of 
the Bartlett Tree Expert Co. in Stam- 
ford set to work to find the proper 
dosage of antitoxin and a method of 
injection that would not injure the 
The cure of bleeding canker by 
chemotherapy is now one of the serv- 
ices offered by Bartlett. 

Of greater publie concern than the 
maple affliction is the Dutch elm dis- 
ease, Which is a major threat to one 


disease of 


trees, 


of the most highly prized shade trees 
in the East. Within ten years of its 
discovery in this country in 1930, Dr. 
George Zentmyer, then of the Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station at New 
Haven, Conn., began working on the 
possibilities of chemotherapy in con- 
nection with this disease. Ile tested 
a large number of chemicals in the 
laboratory and found several with 
properties that prevented the growth 
of the disease fungus, Ceratostomella 
ulmi, in eultures. Moreover, he was 
able to isolate a toxin from the fungus, 
a solution of which produced the wilt- 
ing symptoms of Dutch elm disease in 
elm euttings as well as in other plants 
susceptible to wilt. Again, a number 
of chemicals acted to neutralize the 
effects of the toxin. <A smal! amount 
of the antitoxin added to the toxic 
solution in which wilting plants stood 
brought hasty recovery. 

The next step was to try the in- 
hibiting chemicals on elms in green 
house and field. Chemicals were injected 
through bore-holes in” the — trunks, 
through cut ends of terminal branches, 
through the roots, and through foliage 
by watering and spraying. Dr. Zent 
myer felt that the most practical 
method of getting distribution through- 
out a tree was to apply the solution 
to the soil where it would be taken up 
readily by the roots and enter the 
vascular, or water conducting, system 
of the tree. Unfortunately, one of 
the symptoms of Dutch elm disease 
is a clogging up of this vascular sys 
tem. Especially in advanced cases of 
disease, this might very well prevent 
the medicinal dose from reaching the 
parts of the tree where it was most 
needed to check the development of 
fungus or toxin. 

Injections were made in young elms 
both before they were inoculated with 
disease fungus and afterward. In a 
large number of trees treated © with 
oxyquinoline benzoate the appearance 
of the disease was delayed and the 
total symptoms were reduced. The 
chemical appeared to arrest the work of 
the fungus rather than kill it. Foliage 





on most of the treated trees remained 
healthy in contrast to wilting on the 
untreated, but cultures proved that the 
fungus was. still alive several months 


later, Young trees up to 12 feet tall 
were used in these experiments. 

It remained to be seen whether the 
medicine would have a= similar effeet 
on older trees or would, perhaps, pro 
tect those still healthy. With this in 
mind, elms on the New Haven Greer 
were selected as subjects of the experi 
ment. Last summer solutions of oxy 
quinoline benzoate were watered on 
the surface of the soil around trees or 
were foreed down to the roots at 600 
pounds pressure. The work was done 
under the direction of Dr, Albert Di 
mond, now in charge of Dutch elm dis 
ease research at the Station. Result 
are eagerly awaited by scientists and 
laymen alike. 

Meanwhile BE. M. Stoddard, also of 
the New Haven Station, had been work 
ing on “X” disease of peach ever since 
its discovery in Connecticut in 1933. 
From a mysterious beginning — thi 
virus disease has now spread from COU 
to coast but is particularly bad in Ney 
York and New England. The fruit and 
foliage of affeeted trees drop) prema 
turely and the trees become commer 
cially worthless. 

The very nature of a virus disease 
seemed to be an obstaele to the use of 
chemotherapy. The virus could not be 
isolated, so that its reaction to chem 
ieals could not’ be tested in the labora 
tory. Nevertheless Mr. Stoddard. tried 


injections of numerous chemicals in 


vreenhouse trees, both before and atter 


inoculation with diseased buds. For 
his experimental purposes, he found 
the method of cutting off the tops of 
young trees and attaching a rubber 


tube to the eut end and to a reservoir 


of solution was the easiest way to make 
his patients take their medicine. 

At the meeting of the Phytopath- 
ological Society in 1941, Mr. Stoddard 
surprised his fellow scientists by show- 
ing that the virus of “X” disease could 
be inactivated in peach trees by chemo 
therapy. 


At the Battelle Memorial Institute, Columbus, Ohio, treatment of the soil with selenium at the rate of 10 parts per million protected

Experiments in the following years 
substantiated Mr. Stoddard’s early 
findings and narrowed the field of 
chemicals that brought best results. 
Most suecessful was one of the sulfa 
drugs, p-aminobenzenesulfanilamide 
which gave 100 per cent control in 
all experiments in 1943 and 1944. Zine 
sulfate, ealeium chloride and lauryl 
isoquinolinium bromide were also very 
good. 

Mr. Stoddard reported that dormant 
buds immediately start to grow after 
injection of the sulfa chemical and that 
folage is narrow and ehlorotie for six 
to eight months. Adding 2 per cent 
ot maltose or dextrose to the sulfa 
dose, the injury is reduced and normal 
erowth sets in at an earlier date. In 
conclusion, he said that the experi- 
ments proved that peach trees could 
be made immune to “X” disease by 
these injections. 

Up to this point Mr. Stoddard’s work 
had been limited to greenhouse trees. 
In the summer of 1946, bowever, a 
large orchardist in Connecticut decided 
to try three of the less expensive but 
successful materials in his extensive 
peach plantation. Here again results 
are eagerly awaited. 


Injections vs. insects. Two years 
ago @ news magazine came forth with 
he eye-arresting headline, “Plant Bites 
Bugs.” The report was on the experi- 
ments of Dr. William Blauvelt of Cor- 
nell University who used minute 
quantities of deadly selenium in green- 
house soil to check pests of certain 
lowers, The plants took up the poison 
and were unharmed by it. However, 
insects feeding on their foliage or buds 
were destroyed. 

While selenium is far too dangerous 


for general use, it is a bonanza to 
those who raise decorative plants under 
controlled conditions. Florists and 
those who have to do with experimental 
floriculture therefore took it up. In 
the June, 1946, issue of Greenhouse 
Gossip, a trade publication of the Fight 
Floral Co., the editor discussed the 
uses of selenium as follows: 
“Sodium selenate is an extremely 
poisonous compound which will kill 
aphids, red spider, chrysanthemum 
midge, foliar nematode, and many 
thrips when these pests suck the juices 
of plants which have been treated. 
. . . Applied to the soil, the selenium 
is taken into the plant and accumulates 
in the leaves, stems and flowers, so 
that all visible parts are _ protected. 
It will not move up in woody plants 
such as roses, azaleas, gardenias and 
hydrangeas (during forcing) but will 
spread inside such plants as carna- 


tions, mums, snapdragons, _ stocks, 
larkspur, other miscellaneous crops, 


and hydrangeas during the growing 
season.” 

Continuing, he gave directions for 
mixing the solution and the various 
methods of applying it to the soil. 
He stated that it could only be recom- 
mended from personal experience for 
carnations and hydrangeas, and that 
it had injured some varieties of 
chrysanthemums and Christmas be- 
gonias, 

The Battelle Memorial Institute of 
Columbus, Ohio, has been successful 
in controlling aphids on the Snow 
variety of chrysanthemums with sele- 
nium. The use of selenium in soil for 
African violets is reported to control 
pests which stunt the foliage. 

Sodium selenate may be applied in 
liquid or in dry mixture at the rate 











of one-quarter gram per square foot. 
A stock solution may be made up by 
dissolving 100 grams of the chemical 
in one gallon of water. This is used 


in very dilute’ form—one company 
measures one quart of stock solution 
and not less than 50 quarts of water 
to treat 100 square feet of greenhouse 
bench. One gram in a gallon of water, 
applied as a liquid fertilizer, is the 
usual rate for pot plants. Even dis- 
tribution is essential, as is timing of 
application so that the plants will not 
be injured. Any stock solution should 
be kept in a glass bottle labeled poison. 
P-40, the dry proprietary material 
put out by Plant Products, Ine., con- 
tains 2 per cent sodium selenate im- 
pregnated on super-phosphate. It is 
broadeast in the same manner as dry 
fertilizer, 3 pounds to 100 square feet, 
according to package directions.

Tips for Northern Gardeners 


By JAMES 8S. JACK, (N. Y.) 


VEN as we wait and wateh for our 
early summer blooms it is time to 
plant those that will flower a whole 

year hence. Such biennials as sweet- 
William, Canterbury bell and digitalis 
ean be sown now, preferably in a cold- 
frame. They can be sown either directly 
into the frame or into containers in the 
frame. Soil for these biennials should 
contain generous amounts of sand and 
humus such as rotted leaves, rotted 
compost, or old crumbly manure. The 
sand opens the soil and permits drain- 
age of exeess water, and the humus 
helps retain sufficient moisture. Sow 
sparingly in rows and be sure you label 
the varieties. 

Perennial seed can be sown any time 
between now and fall, but if it is sown 
now sturdy little plants will be ready 
for outdoor fall planting. If only a 
few plants of each variety will be re- 
quired the seedlings can be transplanted 
when large enough to 2%%4-ineh pots 
rather than into flats. The soil mixture 
for transplanting should contain equal 
parts of soil and humus, but do not use 
sand this time unless you happen to 
have a very heavy soil. 


Lupines. If possible, sow lupines 
where they are to grow to maturity, 
but if this cannot be done they may be 
sown into 2-inch pots for planting out 
in their permanent postion in the fall. 
After sowing the seed, plunge the pots 
into a coldframe and keep them well 
watered. Old seed of lupines germinates 
irregularly unless each seed is chipped 
or the outer skin cut through with a 
very sharp knife. In this way moisture 
ean reach inside the seed and soften it 
and so encourage the start of germina- 
tion. When seed is sown directly into 
the garden it will not require chipping 
because a sufficient number of seeds will 
start. This applies to Russell and Regal 
lupines, and any other perennial types. 
Actually lupines are perennials, but for 
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success treat them as biennials. Save 


a few seed of your plants each year and 
always have new plants coming along. 


Annuals. Early this month, late sow- 
ings can be made in the open garden of 
all annuals and satisfactory fall flowers 
will result. This is particularly true of 
zinnias. If you plan to show flowers in 
the fall, try a few late-sown annuals for 
quality material. 


Gladiolus. Continue gladiolus plant- 
ing until the first week of July, and re- 
member to spray with 50 per cent wet- 
table DDT for control of thrips. 


Vegetables. Continue with vegetable 
sowing and put in the beets and carrots 
that will be used for winter storage. 
For late fall eutting sow cabbage and 
-auliflower in frame or seed bed. Cauli- 
flowers yield their best crop in late fall 
because they like cool weather in which 
to mature. Liberal use of manure when 
preparing the garden for transplanting 
cauliflower will pay dividends. 


Corn. When corn plants are 2 feet 
high hill up the soil around the stems. 
It is stem rooting so in this way you 
will force a stronger plant and at the 
same time give the plants better re- 
sistance to strong winds. A few pounds 
of fertilizer spread alongside each row 
before hilling up will also produce bet- 
ter corn. 


Feeding. Continue to feed vegetable 
crops at two-week intervals by side 
dressing. Drop the fertilizer by hand 
alongside each row, and cultivate it in. 
Feed often but lightly and there will be 
no waste of material and no burned 
plants. 


Lawns. Hot dry spells are hard on 
lawns. If possible be generous with wa- 
ter, and raise the lawn mower blades 
to 1% or 2 inches. Chineh bugs are 
most destructive and a bad infestation 


‘an kill off a whole lawn. The bug is 
tiny and difficult to find. The adult is 
black, about 4% inch long, has transpar- 
ent wings and is found at the base ot 
the grass plants. The young are red or 
pink and multiply rapidly. An infesta 
tion of these pests can be avoided by 
using DDT in the dust form that is spe 
cially prepared for this purpose. Apply 
it about the second week in June. Whe: 
the lawn area is small, spraying wit! 
50 per cent DDT is satisfactory. 

In areas where Japanese beetles ani 
Asiatie beetles are moving in, it is ad 
visable to treat the lawn with arsenat: 
of lead. The rate of 15 pounds pe 
1,000 square feet is sufficient to giv: 
protection for five or six years. At thi 
end of that period the beetles will hav: 
moved or at any rate will no longer be 
serious. DDT would have some effect 
on beetle grub, but I am not in positio1 
to say how effective it would be. The 
lead is easy and sure. If mixed with a: 


equal quantity of sand it is simple to 


apply with your fertilizer spreader. B 
careful not to inhale the dust. It is ver 
poisonous. 


Insect control. Leaf-hoppers are 
small green flies that hop around in 
clouds upon being disturbed. They are 
the carriers of disease to many plants, 
particularly to asters, dahlias, and 
beans. The hopper is easily controlled 
by regular spraying at ten-day to two 
week intervals with 50 per cent wet 
table DDT, but substitute a rotenone o1 
nicotine spray about every third spray 
ing to control red spider and aphid: 
However, some new DDT sprays are 
coming out that have a combination ot 
rotenone and pyrethrum, and such 
sprays would eliminate the in-between 
use of nicotine or rotenone. Bean 
beetles and cucumber beetles are con 
trolled by early dusting with rotenone 
dust. ‘‘ Prevention is easier than eure,’’ 
and there is no cure for the mosaic 
disease spread by the cucumber beetle. 

Potato bugs and flea beetles are con- 
trolled with DDT if sprayed at least 
twice during the growing season. DDT 
is also the eure for the corn borer il 
spraying at two-week intervals is 
started when the plants are about 18 
inches high and is continued until the 
silks appear. 


House plants. Many house plants 
ean be plunged (pot and all) outdoors 
for the summer, but choose a heavil\ 
shaded spot. After a winter indoors 
plants placed in bright sunlight out 
doors would quickly burn up. They 
will require less water if plunged ani 
at the same time they relish the cool- 
ness of the soil. If the soil is a heavy 
clay type, better place a handful ot! 
cinders beneath each pot for drainage. 
An oceasional feeding of liquid manure 
would also help. 


Chrysanthemums and dahlias. This 
month the outdoor chrysanthemunis 
should be pinched for the last time. 
Pineching produces bushier and more 
productive plants. If the large flower 
ing dahlias have only one or two breaks, 
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eut them back to two leaves to foree 
new breaks. This will also control their 
matured height. Each plant should have 
four or five stalks. If more start into 
growth, remove the weak ones. 


Watering. ‘‘Thoroughly or not at 
all’’ is the rule for watering the garden 
during dry spells. It can be done at 
any time of day so long as it is done 
thoroughly. Sprinklers, of course, are 
the most satisfactory method because 
they can be allowed to run and run, 
whereas too often hand watering is al- 
lowed to consist of little more than 
wetting the surface of the soil. This 
encourages plants to send roots to the 
surface, and then when eultivating is 
done these roots will be destroyed. 


Compost pile. The new gardener 
should plan to start a compost pile. It 
pays dividends. The pile consists of 
garden trash, leaves, ete., and between 
each 8 or 10 inches of refuse is placed 
a layer of soil 2 or 3 inehes thick. 
A pit is ideal for the pile, but not nee- 
essary. An occasional sprinkling of 
lime helps control odors and at the same 
time prevents the compost becoming 
sour. Keep the pile wet to lend as- 
sistanee to the bacteria that cause de- 
cay. After one year a compost heap is 
ready for use as excellent humus. 


Summer pruning. This is the month 
for pruning spring flowering shrubs 
such as forsythia. Remove old wood to 
thin the shrubs and to force the growth 
of young wood for next year’s blooms. 
If the bushes are bigger than you would 
like, you need not hesitate to cut them 
back. 


Strawberries. If the strawberry bed 
is three years old, when the fruit crop 
is finished the bed should be dug under, 
but plan to put in a new bed for next 
fall. You can take young plants from 
the present bed, pot them up and have 
them in good shape for planting in 
August. Keep the pots in a coldframe 
and shade the plants until they are es- 
tablished. A one-year-old bed requires 
a feeding of good garden fertilizer and 
generous watering to encourage growth. 


Tomato plants. Quite frequently the 
first tomato blossoms do not set be- 
cause of weather conditions. You can 
overcome this by using Seedless-Set. 
It not only sets the fruit but causes the 
fruit to be seedless. You apply it to 
the blossoms with a small brush, and it 
is available in all seed stores. 


Sweet peas. Be sure to water and 
give light feedings to the sweet peas. 
1 like to use a porous hose because it 
soaks the soil thoroughly. Continue to 
keep out side shoots and eut off all 
blossoms that are past. If the plants 
are being grown single stem, continue to 
tie them up. 


Second cropping. When soil is used 
for a second crop in a season, fertilizer 
must be added to replace the plant 
foods taken out by the first crop. Four

How to Pick Sweet Peas 


The best way to keep your sweet 
peas flowering as long as possible 
is to gather the blooms regularly 
and to spray or dust the plants to 
destroy all insect pests and diseases. 
Remove all old flowers and seed pods 
constantly. Gather blooms early, in 
the morning before the hot sun can 
bleach their color. And run to the 
garden whenever a heavy shower 
threatens and pick all your mature 
flowers, because rain drops will 
spot the petals. Be careful, though, 
how you do the job, for proper 
picking and handling methods are 
important to both your blooms and 
your plants. For good techniques, 
see the accompanying pictures.

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Roses 
Out Of The Ordinary 


By J. HORACE MeFARLAND

F late Vvears [ have come more and more to realize how 

truly universal the rose is in the plant life of the world. 

Just when I think I have reached the limit of where 
roses can or should be cultivated, I am sure to find proof 
that it was the Divine intention that they should grow in 
still other places. It is not unreasonable, therefore, to as- 
sume that the Great Designer of the universe intended this 
sweetest and brightest of all flowers to do its beneficent work 
over more and more of the earth as it becomes better under- 
stood and more thoughtfully used. 

That roses are old, very old, was proved to me in 1942 
when Dr. Resser of the United States National Museum 
showed lantern slides of fossil remains of the roses of 35 
million years ago. As Dr. Resser observed, therefore, “when 


man arrived on the earth there was the beauty and fra- 


erance of the rose to make his home more enjoyable.” 

Most of us think of roses primarily as we see them in 
beds and borders, kept rather close together and not often 
mingled with other plants. But 'm (Continued on page 526)

DDT Controls Lawn Insects 





By J. PETER JOHNSON and AMANDA QUACKENBUSH 


N the Northeastern states, the two 
chief insect enemies of a fine green 
lawn are the chinch bug and the 

Japanese beetle. And, as it happens, the 
conscientious person who gives careful 
attention to maintaining a good lawn is 
more likely to have trouble with these 
pests than the person who just throws 
seed on the ground and lets nature take 
its course. For the conditions which are 
favorable to lush lawn growth are also 
just the ones under which the chinch bug 
and the Jap beetle grub flourish. 

Grubs prefer good soil—soil with wa- 
ter-holding capacity but good drainage— 
and will seek out such areas rather than 
dry, sandy places. For example, grubs 
always attack the greens on golf courses 
before the fairways, even though the fair- 
ways can be compared to average lawn 
conditions. Chinch bug nymphs even 
select the highest quality grasses and 
pick out those of the bent varieties for 
their heaviest feeding. The Jap beetle 
grub is no respecter of grass varieties 
as long as there is plenty of lush root 
growth for feeding. 

Fortunately, however, there is a bright 
side to the picture. Both of these insects 
“an be readily controlled by a fairly 
simple method. The advent of DDT has 
resulted in inexpensive controls which 
are more satisfactory than those in use 
up to a few years ago. 

Previously, the standby for Jap beetle 
grub control in lawns was lead arsenate. 
While this was very effective under cer-

tain conditions, there were drawbacks to 
its use. Chief among these was its in- 
ability to give best results when 
temperatures were below 65°. When th: 
insecticide was put on in the late fall or 
spring, when the soil was cool, it worked 
slowly and the kill on the existing gener 
ation was low. This permitted the emer 
gence of a large number of beetles to 
pave the way for the next generation oi 
turf-infesting grubs.

As for the chinech bug, the usual ree- 
ommendation was the application of | 
per cent nicotine tobacco dust or 1 per 
cent rotenone dust. Both of these mate 
rials were rather low in effectiveness 
and a second application was more or 
less a matter of course. In the ease of 
heavy infestations, a third or even a 
fourth treatment necessary to cer- 
tain areas. Moreover, a sudden thunder 
shower or heavy rain within a few hours 
after treatment destroyed the value ot 
the insecticide.

DDT is more effective. Within the 
last two or three years, it has been found 
that DDT, in addition to its many other 
uses, gives very effective control of these 
two inseets without some of the short- 
comings of the materials formerly used. 
In trials conducted at the Connecticut 
Agricultural Experiment Station at New 
Haven, applications of DDT to turf in 
the fall or early spring resulted in a kill 
of 60 per cent or more of existing Jap- 
anese beetle grubs before emergence. 
On the chinch bug, DDT has given com- 
plete or such a high degree of kill that 
only one application a season is neces- 
sary. And its results are long-lasting. 
If properly applied, it remains in the 
soil for such long periods that, in the 
case of Japanese beetle grubs, a thorough 
application every three years or at even 
longer intervals is all that is necessary 
for eontrol. 

What is the best way to apply DDT 
and how should it be used? The small 
home owner will probably find that dusts 
are most convenient to use. DDT dusts 
can be broadcast by hand or applied by 
a small hand fertilizer dispenser. Sprays 
are also effective and, if the home owner 
has apparatus for their application 
handy, he may prefer this form of the 
insecticide. If available, a power sprayer 
will do the job quickly and efficiently. 
A small hand sprayer will accomplish 
the same results although this method

Novel Frozen Vegetables 


By 


INCE many more large home freezers 
will be coming into use and much 
more locker space will be available, 
home owners everywhere will be trying 
out the freezing preservation of many 
vegetables and fruits which they have 
not frozen heretofore. They are also 
sure to try freezing mixed vegetables, 
mixed fruits and vegetable dishes and 
other products. 

If you live in the country or have a 
large suburban garden or orchard, there 
is no need for you to limit your freezing 
operations to the vegetables commonly 
frozen by commercial packers. Among 
the many standard vegetables which give 
equally desirable products are Swiss 
chard, turnip tops, beet tops, mustard 


and other greens, beets, carrots, turnips, ° 


rutabagas, green shell beans, soy beans, 
broccoli, Brussel sprouts, cooked cab- 
bage, cauliflower, cooked celery, cooked 
Chinese cabbage, eggplant, kale, kohl- 
rabi, mushrooms, okra, parsnips, black- 
eyed peas, sweet peppers, cooked Irish 
and sweet potatoes, pumpkin, winter 
squash, zucchini squash and rhubarb. 

The freezing of many of these vegeta- 
bles was described in considerable detail 
by the author in articles in FLOWER 
GROWER in 1944. Since then, however, 
more information about the freezing of 
some of them has been obtained, and the 
freezing of other vegetables has been 
studied. 


Some little known vegetables. Tam- 
pala is a promising new green intro- 





duced during the past few years which 
freezes, remarkably well. The frozen 
product is much sweeter than spinach 
and lacks any trace of bitterness. It is 
often recommended as a substitute for 
spinach, but this is somewhat mislead- 
ing, since it is not a cool weather crop 
and should not be planted before the 
arrival of warm weather. It grows close 
to the ground and consequently should 
be thoroughly washed before using. If

picked while the plants are still growing 
rapidly, blanched in boiling water or 
steam for three minutes, then cooled to 
60° or lower before packaging in liquid- 
tight, moisture vapor-proof packages, it 
will cook in 3 to 5 minutes and yield a 
tender, palatable green of excellent color. 

Purple cauliflower is an even more 
promising vegetable and, when served, 
many people think it is an improved 
variety of Italian Green Sprouting 
broccoli. The same procedure as for 
broceoli may be used in preparing this 
vegetable for freezing. Wash, trim and 
discard the coarse leaves. Cut the head 
into pieces not thicker than 1 inch and 
of a length to fit package selected. Sep- 
arate into small, medium and large pieces 
for blanching. In boiling water, blanch 
small pieces 3 minutes, medium pieces 
4 minutes and large pieces 5 minutes. 
If a steam blanch is employed, use 1 
minute longer for each size. However, 
with beautiful heads of good size, a much 
better looking product will be obtained 
if the heads are cut into relatively large 
pieces which may be as much as 2 inches 
thick. In this ease, the large pieces 
should be blanched 6 minutes in boiling 
water or 7 in steam. In any ease, cooling 
must be sufficient to bring the product 
down quickly to 60°. If cut into large 
pieces, quart cartons should be used. 
Cook purple cauliflower just as you 
would broccoli, and you will have a real 
treat, as it is superior in both flavor and 
color.

Symposium Iris Rate

HE parade of new iris is glamorous, 
Testing and unending. But of the 

varieties that achieve preeminence 
each year only a few have won enough 
publie acelaim to have been among the 
experts’ “one hundred best” for one year 
or more. Even fewer have won that dis- 
tinetion for three or more years. Those 
that have won such honors, however, de- 
serve your special attention when you 
make your selections of the iris you plan 
to grow next year. 

Since 1940, Kenneth D. Smith has 
compiled an annual listing of the 100 
best iris varieties for the American Iris 
Society, the selection of the varieties 
for this Official Symposium being made 
by over 100 judges in all parts of the 
country. The seventh annual such round- 
up of top-ranking iris was published in 
the January FLOWER GROWER. 

Of the many varieties that have ap- 
peared on the lists since the Symposium 
was started, only 17 now comprise that 
select group of iris which have appeared 
on every one of the seven annual lists. 
These 17 varieties are here listed in the 
table of “Seven-Timers,” arranged ae- 
cording to rank and with the seven-year 
average rank of each variety in the 
Symposiums indicated. Last year’s list 
of six-time winners, -based on the results 
of the sixth Symposium, appeared in the 
August, 1946, FLower Grower. 

Although only 21 varieties comprised 
last year’s select six-timer group, recon- 
sideration of the data indicates that the 
famous blue-feathered white plicata, 
Los Angeles, should have been a member 
of that exclusive group. The reason for 
the omission was that a temporary tech- 
nicality, later corrected, prevented its 
placement in the second and fourth Sym- 
posiums in which the judges’ ballots 
ranked it 42nd and 47th respectively. 
The outstanding popularity of this old- 
est variety of the Symposium is -indi- 
cated by its 55th position in last year’s

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Grow Versatile Dahli

F all the brilliant forms of dahlia, 

none are more versatile and lovely 

than the varieties of medium size, 
especially the cactus and semi-cactus 
types. The giants inspire awe at the 
shows, and the several classes from sin- 
gle to decorative kinds have their recog- 
nized places. But the cactus varieties, 
with their gracefully quilled heads from 
4 to 8 inches in size, in an infinite range 
of colors, are equally useful in the peren- 
nial border, in garden or house. Whether 
a gardener grows dahlias for show pur- 
poses or for his own enjoyment, he 
should learn to know the virtues of this 
class. 


**Musts’’ in dahlia culture. As with 
all flower growing, there is a dahlia 
technique that should be followed for 
best results. The many beautiful flowers, 
produced over a long season, are ample 
return for the time and care required. 


Well-drained garden soil in a loea- 
tion where there is sunlight for several 
hours a day is the first prerequisite. | 
prefer to grow my dahlias in soil that is 
slightly on the acid side. All one really 
needs is a plot that has been well worked 
up with rotted cow manure in the fall, 
turned and left in the rough over winter. 
I usually add a liberal dose of super- 
phosphate as early as possible in the 
spring. 


Another essential is good, vigorous, 
disease-free stock in a proper selection 
of varieties. Such material may be ob- 
tained from any reliable grower. The 
lists accompanying this article offer a 
wide choice of American and foreign 
varieties. All of the American dahlias 
did well in my garden last year. They 
would give the beginner a wealth of mar- 
velous blooms for show purposes and

Remember 
that the great outdoors with its sun- 
shine, fresh air and gentle rainfall is 
the natural home of most plants. Their 
sojourn indoors in the stale air of an 
overheated room, with little sunshine and 
with their roots bound within the nar- 
row confines of a flower pot, is really a 
prison term to most plants. Of course, 
there are some, such as the African vio- 
lets, gloxinias, Rex begonias and the 
more delicate ferns which cannot endure 
outdoor life; but to most plants a sum- 


mer vacation in the open is as beneficial 
as it is to humans. 

Acclimate your indoor plants gradu- 
ally by first putting them outside in some 
spot well sheltered from both the hot sun 
and the wind. Their growth is soft and 
tender, they need to harden up gradually. 
Outdoor light is much more intense than 
indoor. Be sure, too, to water often, for 
their pots are full of roots and the soil 
dries faster than indoors. 

Of course the great question is where 
and what to do with these plants. If you 
are the fortunate owner of a lathhouse 
or even a corner sheltered on at least 
two sides from the elements, you will 
probably decide to summer many of your 
tenderest plants there. 

Some like to sink their plants, pots 
and all, in the gardens with a layer of 
ashes underneath to prevent worms from 
entering the soil. This may be a good 
plan if, you want to take these identical 
plants inside in the fall. But if you 
really want to let your plants show what 
they can do in the way of growth and 
bloom, slip them out of their pots into 
the good earth, provide moisture and 
prepare to be surprised. An abutilon 
(flowering maple) of modest size may 
develop into a 3-foot bush loaded with 
flower bells. Beloperone guttata (shrimp 





A RELIABLE GROUND COVER 


By DeETTE B. JACORS, (N. J.) 


OST gardeners of long standing 

have learned to value certain plants 
which are hardy and dependable, which 
settle down comfortably in the space 
where they are planted and leave the 
owner relatively certain that that area 
will never again be troublesome. They 
also leave the gardener free to devote 
his time and attention to plants which 
may be more intriguing but at the same 
time are much more exacting in their 
demands for situation and care. 

A good example of this type of stal- 
wart is one of our native phloxes, Phlox 
reptans or stolonifera. It is found in the 
wild from Pennsylvania southward and 
is dependably hardy in gardens farther 
north. The plant, as implied by its name, 
is creeping in habit and spreads rapidly, 
but never so vigorously as to become a 
pest. It makes a good ground cover in 
sun or partial shade and, in facet, will 
grow well even in fairly dense shade but 
it will blossom less freely. 

The flower varies from pink to laven- 
der and by culling out plants with less 
desirable shades one may soon develop 
a low mat of very pleasing pink. It 
begins to bloom a little later than the 
blue Phlox divaricata and it can never 
rival that beautiful member of the phlox 
family as a companion for spring flower- 
ing bulbs, but it has much sturdier foli- 
age and makes a more effective ground 
cover during the summer. 











you want visitors to exclaim and admire, 
try this method on these and similar 
plants, such as rose geraniums and 
lantanas. 

Give some thought to the character- 
isties of your plants before setting them 
in their summer homes. Most house- 
plants prefer at least partial shade. 
Some, like many varieties of large-leaved 
begonia, ivies, ferns and some succulents, 
thrive best with very little if any sun- 
shine. 

Many plants which are grown for 
beauty of form or flower may be re- 
potted in a slightly larger container and 
used to adorn a porch, sunparlor or to 
border a walk. Geraniums, either zonal, 
scented or fancy-leaved, begonias, san- 
sevierias, century plants, aloe and many 
others make good specimen plants, espe- 
cially if the pots are attractively painted. 
And you have the advantage of being 
able to move these plants to suit your 
taste or their needs. 

But for most houseplants a substan- 
tial porch box or a plant tub filled with 
vood rich soil makes an ideal summer 
home and requires very little care. Once 
planted, they need only regular watering, 
and Mother Nature usually helps gener- 
ously with this. 

It’s well to fill each box with plants of 
approximately the same size, keeping 
the taller growing ones at the back and 
edging the front with a vine or a trail- 
ing annual. Balcony petunias, especially 
white ones, are fine for this. They soon 
make strong plants, covering the front 
of the box and loaded with bloom until 
frost if you snip off the dead flowers. 
You can tuck in a few other annuals 
if your plants are non-bloomers. Dwarf 
eynoglossum or ageratum will give that 
blue aeeent needed to bring out the 
beauty of the other colors. Coleus make 
a bright spot in any box, and bedding 
hegonias become a mass of color, as do 
fuchsia, geraniums and many other 
houseplants. 

If you use plant tubs, try something 
tall in the center, such as spike plant 
surrounded with coleus, geraniums or 
sweet suitan, or you may decide on a 
beautiful tub of mixed plants. 

Whatever you plant, leave ample space 
for growth, for you will be surprised to 
see how those puny begonias, scraggly 
geraniums or succulents stretch out and 
up in luxuriant growth. 

Perhaps you are wondering about next 
winter’s plants. Of course, by fall many. 
of these outdoor beauties will be too large 
for indoors, unless they have a severe 
pruning or you have ample room for 
large plants. Those you plan to save 
should be repotted well before the first 
frost, left outside for a few days and 
brought into winter quarters before cool 
cavs come. 

It is very easy, however, to start ecut- 
tings of most plants in early August in 
sand or soil. They are then ready to pot 
and bring inside before frost and will 
tiake strong healthy winter plants. 
riends will usually be glad to have any 
surplus ones or a greenhouse man may 
even bé interested in getting them.

Starlings Where You Want Them 


By A. A. ALLEN, Cornell University

HE starling is a native of the Old 

World and is common from Norway 

to northern Italy and in the British 
Isles. During the fail and winter, flocks 
from the Continent augment the al- 
ready heavy population in England and 
form roosts of enormous size. Nineteen 
of these roosts are reported to have been 
occupied for more than 40 years, and 
one for at least 180 years. With its in- 
crease in numbers during recent years, 
the species is apparently exhausting its 
natural food and becoming increasingly 
destructive to cultivated cereals and 
fruits, thus changing its distinetly bene- 
ficial economie status to one of great 
nuisance and perhaps menace. 

The starling was introduced into Cen- 
tral Park, New York City, in 1890. For 
five years it was found only in New York 
City, but by 1900 it had spread north- 
ward to Ossining, eastward to Norwalk, 
Conn., and southward to Plainfield, N. J. 
Ten years later it was well established 
in Philadelphia, Providence, and Albany. 
By 1916 starlings were at Ithaca, Bos- 
ton, and Washington, D. C., and a few 
were reported west of the Alleghanies. 





During the next deeade they spread 
over southern Canada, westward through 
Ohio, and south through North Carolina. 
A few birds were reported as far west 
as the Mississippi, and some nearly to 
the Gulf. Twenty years have passed 
since then, and the starling is now the 
commonest bird throughout much of the 
East, outnumbering the English spar- 
row and the robin; it has moved as far 
north as Hudson Bay, as far south as 
the Mexican border, and as far west as 
Utah. 

In many areas of this country, as in 
Europe, the starling has passed from the 
beneficial stage to that of a nuisance or 
even a destructive pest. In some areas 
these birds destroy more small fruits and 
green corn than do all other birds eom- 
bined. 

Either their numbers must be reduced 
or their population so managed as to 
reap the maximum benefit from their 
insect-eating proclivities without suffer- 
ing the maximum losses caused by local 
concentrations.

Recipes For Roses 


By DOROTHY BIDDLE and DOROTHEA BLOM 


The rose season grows and grows from one rose bloom to armfuls 


T the tentative beginnings of the 
season, our arrangements may 
glority a single rose, may represent 

the light touch, beautiful restraint. 
Then we may build up slowly, with 
the gathering season, to lavishness, ar- 
rangements in rich profusion. 


If I have one rose, | may make a 
natural picture, a well-named “memory 
sketch,” suggesting enchantment of 
something I have seen in the out-of- 
doors which haunts my memory. <A low 
bowl or tray-shaped container, a needle- 
point holder, a spray of cotoneaster, 
perhaps three stems of rush, a weath- 
ered rock, a tiny touch of moss, and a 
lovely expanse of water—these may be 
the ingredients. I'll use the rose low 
in the grouping because it is heavy, 
and I'll let it lean over the water just 
a little. I'll tie the spray, rush and 
rose together and place them in the 
needlepoint holder as one unit. The 
rock, touched at its crest with moss, 
will hide the holder and make a little 
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island in the water. Then I'll place 
the grouping over toward the back 
and to one side of the water surface. 

Or I can use my one rose against a 
clear or colored glass plate for the coffee 
table, making a so-ealled flat arrange- 
ment, in which nothing is more than 
an inch or so high. Ill plan my pat- 
tern as it might be planted upon the 
plate, using the rose as the center of 
interest, and “painting” curves with 
miniature ivy, to spray away from the 
rose. I'll study patterns on painted 
plates to get inspiration for my design. 
Then I’ll tie the rose and stubby stem 
of my ivy with florist’s thread and put 
it into a small needlepoint holder. The 
ivy may need to be weighted here and 
there with tiny strips of plumber’s 
lead to keep it from floating. Perhaps 
I shall borrow this arrangement for 
the supper table tonight, using two 
blown-glass figures at one side of the 
dish to give height. 

Or then again, to supplement my 
one rose, I may pick three or more 


buds, even very tight ones, and make 
a little spray to use in a small cornu- 
copia or little globe vase. If my vase 
is pottery, I'll stuff it with evergreen 
clippings to secure my flower stems. 
If it is glass, I will steady the snugly 
tied grouping to an edge of the con- 
tainer with a narrow strip of plumber’s 
lead, 


If I have two roses, I will consider 
cutting a few buds and use my two 
open blooms in_ close association, 
realizing that two is the only even 
number which when used obviously is 
nevertheless pleasing. They will be 
used close together, with the buds 
radiating or spraying from them. 

Or, if my two roses are of the same 
color, I may be reminded of the dainty 
twin vases on the little shelf in the 
guest room, and I may plan a rose as 
the core of the design in my twin ar- 
rangements. Then I may use little 
spikes of veronica, rose leaves and

ERE is a letter which seems to re- 
Hee a very general feeling: “I 

think too many Robinites have made 
the mistake of joining so many groups that 
the correspondence has become a_ burden 
instead of a pleasure, with the result that 
delays have occurred and letters have be- 
come mixed up. And yet the Robins have 
given such pleasure to so many! I live 
near town and have many good neighbors, 
but still I’ve been very thankful for the 
many real friends I’ve made through the 
Robins. Through these letters one comes 
in contact with so many lives and learns 
to share in their joys and sorrows.” 

Another inquiry has come regarding the 
“nut orchid.” This, however, is only a 
local name, and the plant meant is achi- 
menes of the order gesneriaceae. This 
is quite a large order and includes two 
well known favorites, gloxinias and Afri- 
can violets (saintpaulia). We have four 
Robins studying achimenes and their al- 
lies. Gloxinias and African violets are not 
included here, as we have nearly 50 Robins 
for these, either together or each by itself. 

The following is a request from a mem- 
ber: “Please ask members when sending 
Robins not to include catalogues that 
everyone is likely to have. This only adds 
unnecessarily to the postage and often re- 
quires a heavy brown envelope.” 

A member of the Plant Propagation 
Robins writes as follows: “At present our 
basement looks for all the world like a 
greenhouse, as we are experimenting with 
the growing of plants under fluorescent 
light tubes. After a month, our seedlings 
look as healthy as those grown in direct 
sunlight. The Propagation Robins spur 
us on from one experiment to another, as 
the members of all three Robins are really 
interested in their subject. I know we are 
learning more from the robins than we did 
in all the years we have spent in study. 
I don’t know where this is going to end, 
but we have decided that we must have 
more space to carry on our hobby and grow 
all the plants we are learning about. We 
are still unable to get our greenhouse, as 
we won't grow plants commercially and the 
size we would be able to get as non-com- 
mercial growers would be too small.” 

Last month T mentioned that the “grape- 
vine” had spread the news that I had a 
iirthday in March (on the 6th, 8th, 13th, 
l6th or “exact date unknown”!) and that 
is a result I had been receiving greetings 
from many Robinites as well as various 
eifts; also that someone had started a 
‘March of dimes to Utica” and that a 
number of greetings included a dime 
Scotch-taped onto a card with the instruc- 
tion that with the total I purchase the 

ift I most wanted. Since writing last 
nonth’s column, this march of greetings, 
rifts and dimes has continued, and I’m 
ure I don’t know how I’m ever going to 
idequately thank the many friends who 
lave sent them. But I certainly am most 
vrateful. As I mentioned last month, most 
of the dimes will probably go into enlarg- 
ing my collection of African violets and 
fixing up a place for them. Again, many, 
many thanks!

table-growing areas derive great benefit 
rom the starlings’ appetite for white 
crubs, Japanese beetles, alfalfa weevils, 

illipedes, and other pests that are over- 
l.oked by many birds. On the other 
hand, cherry orchards and fields of sweet 
corn sometimes suffer from 25 to 50 per 
cent loss from starling damage. 

A control or management program, 
therefore, should take into account the 
following facts: 

(1) Complete extermination of these 
birds is neither possible nor desirable. 
Rather, their services should be utilized 
wherever possible and their presence 
discouraged where they are not wanted. 

(2) The majority are now distinetly 
migratory, and it is more than likely 
that most of the birds roosting in New 
York States were raised and nested else- 
where. The destruction of these roosts 
probably would not help the cherry 
growers one iota. On the other hand, if 
{he nesting populations of Seneca and 
Ontario counties could be controlled, it 
might help the cherry growers in June 
and July, but it would not necessarily 
help the corn growers, whose crops ma- 
ture in late August and September after 
the migration has started. 

With these facts in mind, the Labora- 
tory of Ornithology at the New York 
State College of Agriculture at Ithaca 
started a few experiments in 1944, Since 
starlings are so omnivorous and their 
tastes so indiscriminating, there was little 
hope of discovering any effective but 
safe deterrent, and careful experimenta- 
tion with soap, lime-sulfur, nicotine sul- 
fate, and other sprays gave no encourag- 
ing results. 

The second set of experiments was 
based on the idea of controlling local 
populations. Breeding starling popula- 
tions offer a real opportunity for man- 
agement because of their nesting habits. 
Starlings never build open nests in 
bushes or trees, but always place them 
in crannies about buildings, or in holes 
in trees. Such places are comparatively 
limited. A further study of their habits 
showed that they prefer places where 
there are no natural enemies, as squir- 
rels or rats, to compete with them. 

Thus was conceived the idea of plac- 
ing boxes for starling nests in the most 
desirable locations, which proved to be 
on roadside telegraph poles about 10 
leet from the ground. During a three- 
year experiment practically the entire 
population of the 2-mile-square test area 
secepted the boxes for nesting. These 
were of durable construction, of half- 
ch eypress, 7x7x16 inches, with a slop- 
ng top. The circular 2-inch opening 
was 144 inches from the top on the front 
side, and the lower 8 inches of the front 
was hinged to facilitate inspection. 

Under these experimental conditions,

required to service the boxes were out 
of proportion to the number of starlings 
actually removed from the area. Set up 
on a country-wide basis, however, with 
thousands of boxes, the cost per box or 
the cost per starling removed would be 
nominal. 

In areas where ‘the starlings are de- 
sired, the boxes would serve to attract 
and inerease them, but always they 
would be in such a vulnerable position 
that they could be contrqlled whenever 
necessary. 

The general conclusion of this study is 
that management of starlings is feasible 
through control of the nesting popula- 
tions. When the country is sufficiently 
aroused by their depredations to enter 
into an extensive campaign for their con- 
trol, the starlings need no longer be a 
problem. The slogan might then be: “A 
starling box for every telegraph pole and 
a bird warden for every county.”

pounds of fertilizer per 1,000 square 
feet is sufficient for this purpose. 


Root aphids. Root aphids can be de- 
stroyed by using nicotine sulphate at 
the rate of 1 teaspoon to 1 gallon of 
water. This mixture should be watered 
in to the roots of the plants. The root 
aphid is not too frequently found, but 
when ants are prevalent they may be 
brought in by them. The ants protect 
the aphids and in turn feed on their 
honeydew secretion. 


Poison ivy and ragweed. If these two 
pests abound within your premises, 
spraying with 2,4-D will soon eradicate 
them. If possible, use a separate sprayer 
for 2,4-D; otherwise be sure to thor- 
oughly wash out your regular tank be- 
fore using it for other spray material. 
Use 1 part denatured alcohol to 20 parts 
water for cleaning out. 


Greenhouse. Sowings of cineraria are 
in order this month. Their best grow- 
ing medium consists of a mixture that 
is two-thirds humus and the remain- 
ing third half sand and half soil. This 
plant dislikes heat, so place the pans in 
the coolest place you ean find, usually 
the coldframe, and shade it heavily un- 
til germination takes place. They re- 
quire light shade until the arrival of 
cool weather. 

Sow winter flowering antirrhinums 
and stocks late in June. It is also time 
now to put in tomato seed for a crop 
for winter forcing. All these seeds are 
best handled in the coldframe. Provide 
sash protection in the event of storms, 
and be sure to give the plants air by 
elevating the sash on one side with a 
flower pot. 

Plants of azaleas used for forcing 
should be plunged in the garden for the 
summer, pot and all. Give them occa- 
sional fertilizer feedings and plenty of 
water.

DDT dust per 1,000 square feet, or 250 
pounds per acre. After the dust appli- 
cations are made, the grass should be 
lightly sprinkled to wash the material 
into the soil where it does its effective 
work. Or the applications may be made 
just before a rain which will save you 
this extra task. 

If a spray is used, a dosage of 144 
pounds of 50 per cent wettable DDT, 
dissolved in 25 gallons of water, per 
1,000 square feet is convenient. If the 
available spray material contains a 
smaller percentage of actual DDT, the 
amount used should be increased pro- 
portionately. 

For the chinch bug, somewhat smaller 
dosages are employed. If a dust is used, 
3 to 4 pounds of 10 per cent DDT dust 
per 1,000 square feet of turf area will 
(lo the trick. Sprays may be applied at 
the rate of 10 ounces of 50 per cent wet- 
table DDT in 25 gallons of water to 
take care of the same area. If the gar- 
dener is having trouble with chinch bugs 
ind Japanese beetle adults are present 
in the area, it may be wise to use the 
higher dosage (6 pounds of dust or 1144 
pounds of spray) to take eare of both 
vests at the same time.

of the lawn damage. Brown spots in the 
lawn may be due to any number of rea- 
sons, but DDT is the remedy only if they 
are caused by the chinch bug or Jap 
beetle grubs. 


Be on the look-out early. Be on the 
look-out tor chinch bugs before damage 
occurs. Injury caused by the first gener- 
ation may show up in late June or early 
July in the latitude of Connecticut. The 
second generation causes trouble in late 
August or the early part of September. 
The chinech bug thrives on hot dry 
weather and injury is not so apt to oe- 
cur in summers that are cool and wet. J 
If the summer is abnormally long, hot 
and with few rains, there may be some | 
injury by a partial third generation in | 
the early fall. 

When chinch bugs are suspected as 
the cause of injury to lawns, their pres- 
ence may be determined by parting the 
grass so as to expose the crowns at the 
surface of the ground. Make the test on 
a sunny day when the air temperature 
is over 70° and the chinch bugs are 
active. If the bugs or nymphs are pres- 
ent, they ean be easily seen scurrying for 
cover when exposed to direct sunlight. 
The adults are about 1 inch long, grey- 
ish white insects with long, clear, irides- 
cent wings, ranging from one-half to the 
entire length of the body. Newly-hatched 
nymphs are wingless and reddish in 
color. Succeeding nymphal stages may 
be reddish or black with a white band 
or dot in the thoracic region. 

Chinch bugs injure lawns by insert- 
ing their beaks in and around the crowns 
of grasses and sucking out the juices, 
causing the grass to wilt and, in severe 
eases, die. One reason why the insect is 
difficult to control is its habit of enter- 
ing the loose mat of organic material 
often found in heavy turf. Here, chinch 
bugs are in a protected position and are 
difficult to control with ordinary insee- 
ticides, DDT, with its residual qualities, 
has overcome this difficulty to a large 
extent. 





Beetles usually indicate grubs. If 
adult Japanese beetles are present in 
the neighborhood, it is very likely that 
grubs are present in the turf. When 
foliage feeding by the beetle becomes 
prevalent in areas near good turf, it’s 
wise to take precautions for turf protee- 
tion. A slight infestation of grubs (three 
or less larvae per square foot) rarely 
results in injury. However, when the 
population exceeds this number, there is 
danger of damage and dead areas in the 
lawn usually follow. 

Severe injury in a lawn may be noted 
by browned areas and loose turf that 
ean be rolled up like a’rug and feels 
spongy when you walk over it. Another 
indication of a high grub population is 
the presence of birds and skunks which 
feed upon the insects. The birds and 
skunks, in turn, may create unsightly 
conditions by pulling away the loose turf 
in their search for grubs. Jap beetle 
injury to lawns is usually not observed 
until September because the grubs are 
not large enough to do visible injury be-

fore this time. This same generation may 
do some feeding the following spring 
before emergence as adult beetles. 

If grubs are suspected because of signs 
of injury or the presence of adult beetles 
in the neighborhood, the lawn should be 
examined carefully before treating for 
the first time. Since the residual effect 
of the DDT treatment lasts for several 
years, it is important to determine just 
when the material should be applied to 
receive the greatest value from it. On 
the other hand, treatment should net be 
delayed if this would permit injury to 
the lawn. The cost of a good treatment 
is considerably less than the expense of 
seeding, fertilizing and renovating a 
lawn riddled by Jap beetle grubs. 

Examine the upper 4 inches of soil 
in several places in the lawn. The grubs 
of the Jap beetle are similar in appear- 
ance to other white grubs. When newly- 
hatched they are about ¥ inch in length, 
with a soft, white body and a hard yel- 
low head. Fully grown larvae are usu- 
ally found in a eurled position, attain a 
length of about 34 inch, are whitish in 
color, with a dark terminal end and a 
yellow head. They have six legs. During 
the warm months, they are found feed- 
ing in the upper inch of soil. In the 
late f ‘all, winter and early spring they 
hibernate in the ground at a depth of 
4 inches. 


Cautions should be noted. If you’ve 
found that chinch bugs or Jap beetle 
grubs are responsible for those brown 
spots in your lawn and you plan to go 
after them with DDT, a few cautions 
should be notéd. Large quantities of 
DDT in the soil are toxie to some plants 
and should not be used in areas other 
than turf at the high rates advised here. 
For this same reason, the treatment of 
soil with DDT for soil-inhabiting pests 
in the vegetable or flower garden should 
be limited. 

Like most other insecticides, DDT may 
be poisonous to small animals if used 
heedlessly. Pets should not be allowed 
on the lawn until the insecticide has been 
washed into the soil with a garden hose 
or by rains. Puddles formed by the spray 
material or into which the DDT may have 
fallen should be covered to eliminate 
danger of the water being drunk by ani- 
mals. The same precaution should be 
taken with pools in which ornamental 
fish are kept. 

One note about cost. You’ll find it 
pleasant information that DDT treat- 
ments for lawn insects are considerably 
less expensive than those formerly used. 
While pound for pound, DDT costs more 
than lead arsenate, nicotine or rotenone, 
considering the smaller quantities neces- 

ary, the end expense with DDT treat- 
uents is slighter.

Freezing Vegetables 


(Continued from page 499) 


The freezing of Swiss chard is not at 
all new. This vegetable possesses several 
advantages over spinach for the home 
garden. It is easier to grow and does 
well in almost any kind of weather— 
cool, warm or hot. And, perhaps, what 
appeals to the person with a small gar- 
den more than anything else, it may be 
planted early in the spring and in a few 
weeks is ready for harvesting, and then 
ean be cut about every other week 
throughout the late spring, summer and 
autumn. Like its close relative, the beet, 
it does best in neutral or slightly alka- 
line soil and often needs plenty of lime. 


Lueullus and Fordhook, the 
chard varieties most commonly grown, 
are bright green in color, but they are 
not as attractive in color as Rhubarb 
chard, which has brilliant red leaves and 
stems. This variety is so attractive in 
appearance that some people grow it as 
an ornamental plant. The author’s ex- 
perience is that the Rhubarb variety 
does not grow as fast or yield as well 
as either Lucullus or Fordhook, but since 
it is more colorful than beet greens and 
also has a different flavor it is well worth 
growing, although one would be wise to 
continue to grow the standard varieties 
for the main crop. 


Swiss 


The method of preparing Rhubarb 
chard for freezing is the same as that 
recommended for the standard varieties, 
Simply wash thoroughly in running wa- 
ter to eliminate sand and dirt, discard- 
ing diseased and insect infested leaves 
and the large main stems. Blanch in boil- 
ing water for 2 minutes, beginning to 
count the time when the water begins 
to boil after the chard has been added. 
Agitate basket throughout the blanching 
period. Cool in running cold water for 
3 to 5 minutes, taking care to reduce the 
temperature of the chard to 60° F. or 
lower. Drain, squeeze out surplus water, 
and package in moisture vapor-proof 
packages. Allow about 34 inch head- 
space for expansion during freezing. 

In my garden at the end of the season, 
a considerable quantity of snap beans 
become too mature for freezing or for 
most other purposes. Sometimes these 
are allowed to hang on until the pods are 
nearly dry and then gathered for seed. 
Often there are more than are needed

cooking than most frozen vegetables. 
Use only about a half cup of water; 
wait until the water begins to boil, then 
drop in the beans. Break up the block 
with a fork and replace the pan cover. 
Begin to count cooking time from when 
the water commences to boil the second 
time. Cook for about 10 to 15 minutes, 
or until tender but not mushy. 

Connoisseurs of lima beans who freeze 
this vegetable soon become impressed 
with the superiority in flavor of Ford- 
hook over other varieties. The U. S. 
Bureau of Plant Industry plant breed- 
ing experts have devoted many years to 
studies looking toward improvements in 
this variety. They have developed two 
new strains, Fordhook No. 242 and Con- 
centrated Fordhook, which have the same 
fine flavor and all around fine qualities, 
but which produce considerably better 
yields. 

Fordhook lima beans and these im- 
proved strains may be prepared for 
freezing in either of two ways: (1) pod- 
ding, then blanching in boiling water for 
2 minutes or steam for 3 minutes, fol- 
lowed by cooling in running cold water 
for approximately 3 minutes; (2) seald- 
ing the pods in boiling water for 4 min- 
utes followed by cooling for an equal 
time in running cold water. The beans 
are then shelled from the pods and no 
further blanching is necessary. In either 
case, the lima beans are packed in mois- 
ture vapor-proof packages, which are 
immediately closed and frozen. 


Mixed vegetables. Succotash is one 
of the most popular of mixed vegetables. 
In preparing this product, cut corn may 
be mixed with one of several kinds of 
beans: snap, lima, soy or green shell 
beans. Of these, the snap bean is the 
most common and the cheapest. Varie- 
ties of snap beans posgessing a pro- 
nounced flavor, like Kentucky Wonder 
or Blue Lake, should be used, otherwise 
the flavor of the corn will be predomi- 
nant. 

Bright green lima beans will give a 
much more attractive product than will 
the paler, more mature beans. Either 
the baby or small-seeded limas or the 
large beans like Fordhook will be satis- 
factory. Of the small-seeded lima beans, 
Clarks, Thorogreen or some similar deep 
green variety should be chosen. 

A very attractive sueccotash ean be 
made by using vegetable soy beans and 
whole grain golden corn. However, soy 
beans possess so much flavor that it is 
Well to use only a relatively small pro- 
portion of them. 

Green shell beans may also be used 
to prepare delicious suecotash. 

Almost any variety of yellow sweet 
corn that is freshly picked and tender 
Will make satisfactory suceotash. How- 
ever, the Golden Cross Bantam, Lincoln, 
Joana and Kingscross are best because

The beans and 
corn are mixed, a little water added, and 
the two cooked together until the beans 
are nearly done. Then the product is 


cooled, packaged in liquid-tight, mois-

ture-proof packages, and frozen; (2) A 


somewhat better product is obtained by 
preparing the two vegetables separately 
and then mixing them just before freez- 
ing. In this method, the beans are pod- 
ded (or broken, if green snap beans are 
used) and washed. The beans are then 
steamed until tender. Green snap beans 
will require 15 to 20 minutes and lima 
beans approximately the same length 
of time; soy beans and green shell beans 
should be steamed about 10 to 15 minutes, 
As soon as the beans are tender, they 
are cooled and then mixed with previ- 
ously cooked eut corn. The corn is pre- 
pared by steaming the husked and silked 
ears for 8 to 10 minutes, depending upon 
the size; the larger ears should be 
steamed for the longer period. The 
steamed ears of corn should be quickly 
cooled in running cold water for 5:to 7 
minutes. The corn should then be cut 
from the cob, cutting deeply so as to 
obtain nearly whole kernels. 

When using broken green snap beans, 
green lima beans or green shell beans, 
equal volumes (cup for cup) of beans 
and cut corn may be used. However, use 
only one-half cup of green soy beans to 
each cup of corn, otherwise the flavor 
of the soy beans will predominate. 

Corn and tomatoes is another mixed 
vegetable not often served in restaurants 
but which is a great favorite in the Mid- 
dle West and other sections of the coun- 
try. Tomatoes are not commonly frozen, 
but the combination of corn and tomatoes 
freezes very well indeed. The mixed 
vegetable can be prepared for freezing 
just as is done for the table. 

Seald, peel and cut up fully ripe to- 
matoes, eliminating the core and any 
hard or green portions. Husk and silk 
the corn, then cut from the cob, prefer- 
ably cutting deeply so as to obtain nearly 
whole kernels. Add about one cup of 
cut corn to each two cups of chopped 
tomatoes. Cook 15 minutes, then cool 
and pack in liquid-tight, moisture-proof 
packages. Allow about 34 inch of head- 
space in each package for expansion. 

Tender young carrots and green peas 
also make a very delicious and colorful 
mixed vegetable. In this ease, it is best 
to prepare the two vegetables separately. 
Pod the peas and then steam them for 
6 to 8 minutes. Cool rapidly in running 
cold water for 2 to 3 minutes, then mix 
with previously prepared carrots in the 
proportion of about one-half cup of 
carrots to each cup of peas. In prepar- 
ing the carrots, select small young ear- 
rots. Wash thoroughly, then scrape. Cut 
the carrots into one-half inch slices and 
steam for about 15 minutes. Cool and 
mix as directed above. Package mixed 
vegetable in liquid-tight, moisture-proof 
carton and freeze.

beans and one cup of peas. If desired, 
one-half eup of celery and one-half cup 
turnips may be added to the above 
combination. To prepare such a com- 
bination of mixed vegetables, prepare 
each vegetable separately according to 
the usual procedure recommended for 
preparing these vegetables for freezing. 
Then mix them in the proportions given 
above, package and freeze. 

In the case of some combinations, of 
course, not all the vegetables are in sea- 
son at one time. As a rule, for instance, 
the pea season is passed by the time 
corn and lima beans are available. In 
such cases, the mixed product can be pre- 
pared from a combination of freshly 


prepared vegetables and those which 
have been frozen previously. Merely 


thaw the frozen vegetables sufficiently 
so that they can be broken apart, then 
mix them with the vegetables which have 
just been prepared. Package the mix- 
ture and freeze. 


Asparagus puree. <As a rule, only 
the upper five or six inches of each 
asparagus stalk is tender enough to give 
a really satisfactory frozen product. The 
remainder of the stalk, however, often 
constitutes more than half of the weight 
of the vegetable as purchased. It seems 
wasteful to throw this part away, but if 
you keep the butts, what are you going 
to do with them? 

The answer is that the butts can be 
made into an excellent soup stock or 
puree. This can be done either before or 
after they are frozen. If you are in a 
hurry when you are freezing asparagus, 
merely wash the butts carefully, cut them 
into pieces about 1 inch in length, and 
scald the pieces about 5 minutes in either 
steam or boiling water. Then cool by 


immersion in running cold water, pack- | 


age and freeze. 

To prepare stock or puree from either 
fresh or frozen asparagus cuts, merely 
place the cuts in enough boiling water to 
cover them, put the cover on the pan 
and boil tor one-half to three-quarters 
of an hour. Frozen cuts cook in less time 
than do fresh. Allow to cool. Then mash 
the cooked asparagus cuts and _ put 
through a Foley Food Mill or some other 
pureeing device which will separate and 
eliminate all of the fibrous material. 
The stock is ideal for making cream of 
asparagus soup. It may be used as soon 
as prepared, or may be put in liquid- 
tight cartons and frozen for later use. 

The foregoing discussion of preparing 
frozen mixed vegetables is not intended 
to include all the combinations which 
make desirable products. There are many 
others that are equally desirable. Those 
of you who are fortunate to have a large 
freezer, and who like to try new dishes 
and combinations, will get great pleasure 
out of trying out your own ideas, Prob- 
ably you will hit on some which will be 
both unusual and delicious and will lend 
variety to your meals next winter.

seventh Symposium, 20 years after its 
introduction. 

The five six-timer iris that failed to 
place for the seventh time were Light- 
house, Junaluska, Garden Magic, Yellow 
Jewel and Sierra Blue. Of these, Sierra 
Blue missed the seventh Symposium by 
only one place, for its rank was 101. 
For the fourth year in succession, the 
beautiful hardy blue variety Great Lakes 
placed first and from present indications 
it is going ahead to establish an eminent 
and exalted ten-year average. Wabash, 
the six-year leader, now ties for second 
place with Prairie Sunset.: The ranking 


of the others shows little change except: 


that Fair Elaine advanced from eighth 
to sixth position. The elimination of 
Lighthouse and Junaluska automatically 
advanced Los Angeles, Matterhorn and 
Missouri. 

With the passage of years, the time 
will come when only one of these seven- 
timers will still be listed among the best 
100 iris. When will that time come, and 
what will be the iris to merit such an 
accolade, and what award can recognize 
such an illustrious record? 

Now to pass from the first families to 
a somewhat larger group of top-flight 
iris which have placed in the A.LS. 
Symposium not less than three times 
during the immediately preceding four 
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years. This process of scaling gave us 
67 fine, outstanding iris last year, of 
which 42 varieties, including Los An- 
geles, had placed five times or more. 

In the seventh Symposium, 72 of the 
100 varieties listed have placed three or 
more times during the past four years. 
These are grouped in the accompanying 
table of “The Select Seventy-two.” 
Missing from this list are eleven varie- 
ties that were included in the select 67 
of the sixth Symposium. The 16 new- 
comers in this classification are indicated, 
as are the 14 varieties that failed to make 
the seventh Symposium after not less 
than three consecutive years of place- 
ment. Experience shows that very few 
iris recover symposium standing after 
once losing it, so these 14 varieties ean 
be considered in the nature of a reserve 
which will be largely supplanted next 
year by a husky bunch of new con- 
tenders. 

Now, which of the varieties that have 
placed in the sixth and seventh Sym- 
posiums will also appear in this year’s 
eighth Symposium and thus become part 
of our select family? Before you are 
the 19 prospects, grouped in the table 
of “Seeded Sophomores,” from which 
any such varieties will have to come. 
Why not try your skill at picking the 
winners ?

perhaps some leaves of miniature or 
small iris. 


If I have three roses, I may pick some 
buds and use them in a bowl for the 
dining room table, putting them into 
a needlepoint or hairpin holder to 
one side of the bowl, and placing a 
bird or figurine next to the other side 
of the bowl for balance. 

But of course I could also drama- 
tize my three roses against a pattern 
of contrasting foliages—say primrose 
leaves, the slender spires of Spanish 
or Duteh iris, or the delicately sus- 
pended epimedium leaves. This time 
lll use a tight-necked vase and make 
a design of symmetrical balance. 





If I have five roses, and also some 
white astilbe, some peony leaves, a 
white pottery bowl and a medium sized 
hairpin holder, 1 may make an arrange- 
ment for the center of the mantel. If 
the roses are white, all the better; this 
will be a contrast of whites in different. 
textures against the solid green of the 
peony leaves. 

Or if, to go with my five roses, I 
pick as many buds, I will have the 
effect of a veritable rose harvest, if a 
dainty one, and | will need nothing 
more to tell me that the rose season 
has really taken a foothold and is 
abundant in both roses and promise. 


If I have a dozen roses, I will con- 
sider that basically there are two ways 
to treat them. I may combine them 
tightly, to get a rich effect of color 
and texture, or I may use them in a 
spray effect, where stems as well as 
flowers become part of the design. If 
1 use them in mass effect without stems 
showing, I will certainly use some other 
material with them. If I choose a 
spray effect I am free to use other 
materials or not. If I want my ar- 
rangement to be on the delicate side 
I will use my roses alone, either in 
a bowl or a vase, clustering the most 
open ones toward the center and al- 
lowing the others to spray fan-shaped 
or to one side, 

If I have decided to use my dozen 
roses with other materials, I may ae- 
centuate their delicate quality by se- 
lecting delicate things to go with them, 
like heather, forget-me-not, candytuft, 
meadow rue, hosta flowers, or anything 
else that would serve my purpose. Or 
I may choose to stress the rich opulence 
of the flower by combining my roses with 
delphinium, foxglove, campanulas, pan- 
sies, stocks and salvias. 


Whether I have one rose or twenty, I 
will remember that rose leaves are 
extremely decorative and may add 
enormously to an arrangement, but 
that usually some of the foliage must 
be removed so that the leaves which 
remain may be seen and enjoyed,

are well adapted to garden and border 


use, or for cut flower arrangements. 
Most of the Dutch and Belgian varie- 

ties mentioned are of the eactus or semi- 

cactus types, reaching a height of 4 or 


5 feet. In my garden in 1946 they were 
outstanding in the 4- to 8-ineh class 


Duteh dahlias will soon be on the market. 

For those who are show-bent, we in- 
clude a list of the ten 4- to 8-inch dahlias 
that received medals at the Central 
States Dahlia Show. Remember that 
perfection of bloom is the factor govern- 
ing awards. Proper cultivation and pro- 
tection of plants play their’ part in 
developing such flowers. 


Planting and care. Ancestors of the 
modern dahlias grew in the mountains 
of Mexico, They are tender and should 
not be planted until frost danger is 
past. Meanwhile the soil can be made 
ready and supports set in place so that 


roots will not be disturbed later on. 
Stakes are driven well into the earth 
and should stand 5 feet above ground. 
Three feet or more is allowed between 
plants. The tuber is placed on its side 
with the growing end nearest the sup- 
port, and ‘covered with approximately 6 
inches of soil. As the plant develops, at 
intervals after the 9- or 10-inch stage, 
the stem is tied to the stake with soft 
tying material. 

From planting time until the bloom- 
ing season a dahlia bed needs shallow 
cultivation once or twice a week to keep 
weeds down and provide a dust mulch 
It is a good plan to eultivate until July, 
then cover the ground with a layer of 
vermiculite, buckwheat hulls, straw or 
any other good mulching material to 
preserve moisture and discourage weeds. 
In long dry spells, water should be sup- 
plied by thoroughly soaking the soil.

regular spray schedule is one of the 
musts of the would-be successful grower. 
There are cutworms, borers, juice suck- 
ing and leaf eating insects to bedevil 
the gardener. Fortunately these can be 
controlled and DDT does a splendid job 
on many of the pests. There is also a 
new material, hexaethyl tetraphosphate, 
soon to be marketed under trade names. 
It is compatible with DDT and is said 
to be fatal to the red spider which sur- 
vives DDT. 


Storage of roots. After the first 
frosts have killed dahlia plants, they are 
cut down a few inches above the ground. 
The roots are dug and may be turned 
to dry for a while. Then they are 
stored in a dark, cool cellar where there 
is suflicient humidity to prevent drying 
out. Some growers store them in sand 
or sawdust, carrot fashion. 


Tt will be noticed that the clump is 
made up of tubers and that the eyes 
appear on the base of the old stem. A 
single tuber with one or more eyes is 
cut off.and planted by each stake, and 
only one sprout is allowed to develop.

afraid we are missing out quite seri- 


ously in thus restricting our point of | 


view. From time to time, however, we 
ure pleasantly jolted to see how beauti- 
ful and suitable a rose ean be when used 
in an unexpected situation, The same is 
true when we learn of roses being grown 
in unfamiliar regions. Just this week, for 
example, inquiry was made as to what 
roses were involved in a cut-flower ship- 
ment which in 14 hours took blooms 
from Tel-Aviv, Palestine, to London, 
England. My curiosity as to what roses 
may be sent from Palestine to England 
is avid, and letters are on the way now 
suggesting that we of the American Rose 
Society be given this information. 


Sut all about us we find roses in un- 
usual places, or doing an unusual job. 
I recall the late W. C. Egan’s pet 
sprawling bush of Max Grar, which for 
many years | admired on his lawn where 
it cared for itself in deep rich foliage 
plus the sudden cloud of richly beauti- 
ful single pink blooms that character- 
ized it in June. 


I had no broad open place at Breeze 
Hill to give this great rose adequate 
room, and | was also anxious at the t'me 
to how much shade a rose would 
endure. So the husky plant I got from 
Mr. Egan was planted at the Breeze Hill 
kitchen steps where it managed to get 
barely 30 per cent of sunlight instead 
of the open sun that such roses seem to 
deserve. It grew freely and has per- 
sisted over these many years in natural 
and adequate beauty, and in the mean- 
time it has, I think, crept hesitantly 
into thoughtful commeree—that sort of 
commerce which does not insist that 
every rose newly obtained be the last 
word in rarity and imitative beauty.

Beeause my mind was dwelling on this 
splendid Irishman, who knew not only 
how to grow roses but how to make hu- 
mans happy while he lived at Highland 
Park, I thought of Dr. Walter Van 
Fleet, who, as the older of us rose eranks 
will remember, was a true rose hybridist 
with daring originality. When he pro- 
duced a Rugosa hybrid that pleased him 
he called it SARAH VAN FLEET, and that 
name, despite its contravention of some 
of the rules of the American Rose So- 
ciety, still stands sweet and beautiful in 
my mind and in my garden. It was, and 
I hope will long continue to be, a great 


bush rose, sharing its pink fragrance | 


all season with those who love roses. 


Then by the same mental exeursion I 
went on to the home of another veteran 
who has passed to his rosy reward; C. R.

Pennsylvania, which I remember as not 
only beautiful but extremely effective, al- 
though out of place in comparison with 
the nearby rose pets he was nursing into 
commercial prominence. 

Many times and in many places I 
have written about Captain George C. 
Thomas, Jr., who followed the rose with 
expensive devotion. At his home in 
Chestnut Hill he set up a garden in- 
cluding all the good roses he could ob- 
tain anywhere in the world. Then he 
was attracted to the high lights of Hol- 
lywood. To his new home went great 
roses, many of which could not be placed 
ordinarily because they were brought 
from California’s old Spanish missions, 
to show forth in all the beauty to which 
roses may be grown. Along with them, 
incidentally, went a ton or so of suitable 
earth. 

Too often, I fear, I have dwelt at un- 
due length on my garden at Breeze Hill. 
I do know, however, that long before 
the untimely death of G. A. Stevens I 
felt that I must have some place which 
was altogether rosy, without interference 
from the trial beds and the conventional 
varieties. With the kindly aid of a New 
York concern which knew how to get 
cedar posts of good size, we carefully 
built a simple frame upon which roses 
could be grown. They were grown and 
are still growing, always it seems in 
greater beauty; and in complete defiance 
of the rules of exposure and the like. 
Whether it be the Mary Loverr from Dr. 
Van Fleet, or the Bess Loverr of an 
earlier vintage, or one of the species 


roses trained against the side poles, all | 


have done their full duty to me in grow- 
ing and blooming, and I can and do 
literally “sit under by own rose tree,” 
inhaling the rare fragrances. there dis- 
engaged in bloom time or enjoying the 
beauty of autumn or the interesting twig 
tracery of winter. 

To form a background for this rose 
house, I set going not far off a series 
of arches, to which were fastened the 
good climbing roses I thought I ought to 
have. To grow up and over these arches 
came Australia’s first great gift to 
Breeze Hill in 1927, when all the plants 
imported from my cherished friend 
Hazlewood came through in spite of the 
difference in seasons, just as if Australia 
were not on the other side of the world. 

ScORCHER flung out its clear 
crimson banner, though honesty compells 
me to confess that some of our Ameri- 
can winters have cut back this reddest 
of all roses more than once. One of the 
first to succumb sorrowfully was SwEET 
SEVENTEEN, and I will never see a love- 
lier rose than that one was. However, 
DaypREAM, Kirry KININMONTH, Miss 
Marion MANIFOLD and Nora CuNING- 
HAM still give us an abundanee of thrills 
when their beauty appears and reminds 
us that we can have roses out of the or- 
dinary if we want them. 

Incidentally, among these roses was 
Mrs. R. M. Fixcu, a Polyantha which 
has since gone into American commerce 
as an indispensable item for the cut- 
flower growers because it will fill in so

admirably and so easily. My original 
plants, started in 1927, will be blooming 
again as these words are printed, just as 
good as ever, and .they will keep on 
blooming until frost cuts them off. 

All about us, in fact, are roses with a 
history, most of them having come to 
us before they were given the names by 
which they are now known. Almost all 
of them have given us individual pleasure 
wherever we placed them regardless of 
rules except as regards the good soil 
which we must and do provide. 

I should, I suppose, confess to a sense 
of failure in that I have not made the 
Moss roses do their best at Breeze Hill. 
But the fault, I must also admit, is cer- 
tainly not theirs. 

Another of my approximate failures 


is the way in which I have not made use | 


of the well known and delightful habit 
of the stronger-growing Hybrid Per- 
petual roses to do things for you if 
pegged down and allowed to make many 
stems, all of which will bloom. 

3ut it is not to my discredit to tell the 
truth, which is that I do not have space 
enough on my 2.4 acres to plant the 
roses that need many times -the room they 
would have here. I have found, however, 
that I can do many things with Frau 
Karu Druscuki. It can be tied into all 
sorts of shapes and forms and can be 
used in many places with wonderful ef- 
fectiveness, all of which has made me 
happier every year that I got from Peter 
Lambert in Germany, before he died, 
the story of the origination of this one 
top-notch white Hybrid Perpetual rose. 

But, after all, this is not intended to 
be wholly a story of Breeze Hill, and I 
suppose I ought to apologize for keep- 
ing on about what I see and know and 
like. In the Harrisburg Municipal Rose 
Garden, which that great landscape man 
Warren H. Manning planted nearly a 
dozen years ago, not only have the rose 
beds done better than might possibly 
have been expected, but the individual 
pillars of all sorts have made rose sign- 
posts to the city of Harrisburg. 

I have never seen finer roses anywhere 
than the great bushes which contrary 
to all precedent, Mrs. Harriett R. Foote 
grows at Marblehead, Massachusetts, or 
anywhere else that she starts a planta- 
tion. She makes my Frau Karu 
DruscuHki plants look like dwarfs! 
Which leads me to think that perhaps 
roses somehow know for whom they are 
growing, and that when this high priest- 
ess of rose growing puts in a plant it 
knows what it has to do! 

When the Armstrongs of California 
recently told me about finding a new 
understock for roses and attributed it to 
Dr. Hury, a rose which I first saw and 
helped name in Captain George C. 
Thomas’s garden in Chestnut Hill, I had 
a very pleasant sensation. If this good 
rose, which is the darkest of all the 
climbing roses, will also serve to make 


other roses do better, let other rose lovers | 
join me in a resounding Hurrah! My | 


plants of Dr. Hury are a delight, and 
there does not seem to be a place I put 
them where they will not do well.

Chemotherapy

In using selenium in any form, warn- 
ing is given that the chemical is poison- 
ous to man and animals and to cer- 
tain plants. It may also injure or 
kill tolerant plants if dosage, timing 
and distribution are not exact. In 
no case should applications be made 
until plants have well established roots 
in the bench or pot. Also, other insect 
controls must be used until the selenium 
has time to become effective, a period 
ranging from two to six weeks depend- 
ing upon season and cireumstances. 
The work with selenium is still ex- 
perimental. 

There have been other less sueccess- 
ful attempts at insect control by this 
method and some are still in progress. 
A few years ago Dithane, a proprietary 
compound of Rohm & Haas which has 


been highly successful in controlling 
petal blight of azalea, was tried on 


soil in bean rows. The chemical was 
absorbed by the plants and apparently 
acted to protect them from _ bean 
beetles to a certain point. However, 
the kill was not high enough to place 
the fungicide in the same elass with 
insecticides commonly used. 

These are some of the cases that 
have attracted interest in chemotherapy 
or plant injection in the past few 
years. There are other projects in 
chemotherapy just getting under way, 
such as the investigations in connec- 
tion with Phloem necrosis, the devas- 
tating elm disease in the Middle West, 
and a serious fungus disease of citrus 
fruits in California. 

Speaking of artificial immunization 
of plants against diseases and insects 
in his book on fungicides, Dr. J. G. 
Horsfall states: “It may be that the 
practical successes will be limited to 


plants like elms and peaches where 
the individual value is high. If, how- 


ever, a technique can be devised for 
introducing the chemicals through the 
roots, then field crops and vegetables 
may be treated.” 

Whatever its final use, chemotherapy 
is here to stay and we shall certainly 
hear more about it in the future.

AST month I waxed lyrical over 
, one of the Pacific Coast’s most 
beautiful but little noticed wild- 
flowers—Papaver heterophyllum = or 
“wind poppy.” There’s another one 
I'd like to talk about too, quite different 
in character from the poppy and with 
altogether different uses, but, like the 
poppy, adaptable to West Coast gar- 
dens from Mexico north into Alaska. 
Arctostaphylos uva-ursi, more easily 
remembered as red bearberry or kinni- 
kinnick, is the best known and most 
universally used of all the trailing 
bearberries. It is a sort of cireumpolar 
manzanita with cosmopolitan tastes 
and is earried by more nurserymen 
than any other arctostaphylos species. 
It grows wild in the mountains and 
along the seashore. 

Each region has its own form of 
kinnikinnick, the difference of expres- 
sion being chiefly in the size and shape 
of the leaf. The easfern form has a 
more pointed leaf, the Scotch develops 
short uprights, the British Columbian 
form is quite flat, and the one which 
leans over ‘to catch the breath of the 
ocean on foggy Point Reyes, south of 
San Francisco, has a thick, blunt leaf 
and develops short, almost brush-like 
branches at the ends of its trailing 
stems. 

Since this creeping manzanita is satis- 


| faetory in all West Coast climates, is 


easily obtained and has many uses, it 
should be seen more often in our gar- 
dens, both wild and exotie. It is in- 
valuable for holding slopes, for draping 
large boulders and for dripping over 
low walls. It will take sun and shade, 
heavy soil and light; but it must have 
good drainage. Its branches ean be 
led in different directions and layered 
to encourage root development along 
the stem. If the soil is very heavy 
and likely to cake, make a large hole 
for each plant and put stones at the 
bottom to keep the earth from becom- 
ing soggy. 

In California this bearberry is not 
a fast grower and those who garden 
where the summer drought is long can 
speed it up by giving it a thorough, 
deep watering every two weeks, at 
least until it is established enough to 
fling its prostrate branches over the 
ground. This’ little member of the 
heath family produces its clusters of 
waxy urns’ in all Pacific Coast climates 
but it berries much more freely in the 
Northwest. 

Gardeners on the West Coast should 
also consider the myrtles. Boxwood 
doesn’t do as well in the west as it 
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does on the Atlantic Coast and in the 
southern states, but if a low dense hedge 
is needed or a small evergreen is wanted 
specimen shrub, by all) means 
look into the myrtles. Every California 
nurseryman carries sweet myrtle, 
Myrtus communis buxifolia, as well as 
the dwarfer M. e. compacta, and it is 
also stocked by some of the nurseries 
in the Northwest, where it stands the 
winter if planted in warm, sheltered 
places high enough not to catch and 
hold the frost. 

The prize myrtle is M. ugni (Ugni 
molinae) and I don’t know why every 
California nursery doesn’t handle it. To 


as a 


my mind it is one of our best all- 
round shrubs. In spring there are 
the creamy blooms, stamen-filled and 


fragrant, in fall the deliciously seented 


dark berries tasting of guavas and 
useful for jelly, and all year there 


are the small thick glossy leaves. 


Southern California. More and more 
Southland gardeners are adding soy- 
beans to their kitchen gardens. These 
are hot weather plants and are treated 
somewhat like ordinary beans but 
should be sown farther apart as they 
require air and sun all around them. 
The best garden variety is Bansei. Do 
not sow many at a time but make sue- 
cessive plantings, because all of the 
pods mature at the same time and it 
is easy to become soybean swamped. 

This is the month for giving the 
berries plenty of water. Youngber- 
ries, boysenberries and such are more 
than 90 per cent water and if not 
allowed to want for it will almost 
double their size during the last stages 
of ripening. As their roots sometimes 
go 4 feet deep, moisture should pene- 
trate far into the earth. 

The sowing of petunia seed should 
not be delayed later than the early 
part of this month. There are some 
amazingly lovely varieties now avail- 
able, so why not use the best? Mrs. 
DuPont, a pure white of the gardenia 
type, is excellent for cutting; Ballet 
Girl is a semi-double, soft, clear pink 
with frilled edges; Pacific Blue is a 
good shade that does not fade in the 
sun as much as some of the other blues

In getting the baskets ready, be on 
the watch for thrips on the begonias, 
and if you are in a district where 
eyelamen mite is rampant look late 
this month for the brown rusty streaks 
on buds and foliage which indicate 
this nasty pest. If you discover it, 
spray immediately with Volek. Tuber- 
ous begonias which spend most of their 
active days outdoors are usually free 
from these troubles. 

Trailing fuchsias may be visited by 
aphids, which cause the leaves to curl 
and, in quantity, disfigure the foliage 
with black smut. When the aphids 
are new on the job, hosing will rid 
the plants of them. If your fuchsia 
stems look weak and willewy, they 
have probably been fed too much nitro- 
gen. Balance their diet with some 
potash (sheep manure or manure 
water) and phosphorous (bonemeal) 
if you stick to organie fertilizer, and 
with ammonium phosphate and muriate 
of potash if you are addicted to inor- 
ganic fertilizers. 


Sacramento and San Joaquin Valleys. 
In gardens where there is plenty of 
space for plants to spread themselves 
to the full extent of their outer stems, 
try herbaceous hibiseus and treat them 


as you treat your hollyhocks. They 


are in bloom in Big Valley nurseries 


-now and it is a good time to choose 


the plants, for there are several shades 
of pink, rose and crimson as well as 
a white form. Notice the size they 
attain and, when planning their places 
in the garden, remember they must 
have deep holes for their long finger- 
like roots and need at least a yard’s 
space apiece where the soil is warm 
and rich and where they can have a 
fair amount of water. 
blooms, which may be 11 inehes across, 
are on the wane, the huge plant becomes 
coarse and raggy, so don’t use them 
at the entrance gate, but put them in 

less conspicuous place. In the fall 
the stems should be cut to the ground. 
The strong-growing, widely-spreading 
(literally spreading) _ pink - flowered 
Mexican evening primrose is a_ suit- 
able companion. 


Pacific Northwest. 
annuals such as zinnias, salpiglossis, 
schizanthus and cosmos ean go into the 
garden this month. 
among the Madonna lilies. June often 
brings many showers and these cloudy, 
moist days are just right for trans- 
planting. In the kitchen garden get 
in the second planting of peas, sow 
corn and set out tomatoes. In _ the 
perennial borders, mulch plants that 
have surface roots—such as delphinium 
and phlox—and help them to conserve 
all the moisture that comes their way. 
Also mulch the sweet peas and unless 
the rains are frequent give them a 
thorough weekly watering close to the 
roots, slowly so that there is no wash- 
ing. Sprinkling the vines encourages 
mildew and if this shows up dust im- 
mediately with sulfur.

June in 
Southern Gardens 


By gutta LEsTErR DILLON 


OR the weary gardener there is 

no rest, and this first summer 
month brings with it tasks of 
pruning, spraying, transplanting, seed- 
ing, and all the other work ‘that is 
part of careful gardening. 
Pruning comes first. Lilacs must 
have the dead flower heads removed. 
All flowering shrubs which have fin- 
ished blooming need to have the canes 
eut back and the older canes removed 
altogether. Spireas, deutzias, phila- 
delphus, forsythias and all others which 
bring next year’s flowers on the new 
wood must be cut back severely now. 


Rambler roses must be cut back to 
the ground so that the new canes can 
be tied up and made ready for a new 
stretch of growth. Only the dead 


flowers should be removed from the 
climbing hardy roses and the ever- 
bloomers whether climbing or bush. 


Keep the dead flowers cut and the 
blooms will continue. Remember when 
the blooms are eut, two clusters of 
leaves must be left on each stem that 
is eut. New shoots that bloom will 
form at onee. 


Wistarias are such rank growers 
that much pruning is needed as the 
months go by. If there have been no 
flowers, try root pruning this summer 
to assure clusters of lavender beauty 
next spring. 


Iris germanica, pumila, sibirica and 
the Louisiana type are now over and 
the clumps that are erowded and too 
dense can be lifted, separated and re- 
planted. When this is done, be sure 
to look for small dark brown or black 
spots on the rhizomes, and if these 
are present pull off the brown leaves 
and cut out the blackened areas on 
the rhizomes. Then drop them in a 
bucket of water in which a tablet of 
bichloride of mereury has been dis- 
solved, Let them soak in’ this solution 
one-half hour and then spread in the 


sun to dry, though leaving them 24 
hours will be O. K. Then replant in 


new positions where no iris have been 
grown. This is health insurance. If 
there is not time to do this lifting 
and replanting in early summer, then 
wait until September, but the earlier 
time is_ best. 


Evergreen candytuft, the lovely edg- 
ing perennial which blooms from Jan- 
uary to May, is ready now to be 
divided and replanted. So are the 
creeping phloxes, divaricata, canaden- 
sis, and subulata, all of which are fine

all make too wide a growth 
unlifted. Do this now. 


The perennial pests are with us. 
Spray for red spider mites, lace bugs 
and aphids on the boxwoods, azaleas 
and anywhere they are present. Use 
nicotine sulphate in soapy water, one 
teaspoonful to a gallon. The DDT 
sprays will kill the aphids, which come 
with the heat, and also the chewing 
and biting insects, 


Newly planted camellias and box- 
woods require shade during the two 
summers which follow planting; in 
fact, this must be done to save the 
plants. Slat frames are widely used, 
but the stakes on which the Spanish 
moss is draped will give satisfactory 
results, are easy to make and cost noth- 
ing. Shade the western side of the 
plants and be sure to give them enough 
ur to survive. 


Mulching is a prime requisite for 
most of the fine plants we grow. The 
pine needles and oak leaves are ex- 
cellent; peatmoss is fine but compara- 
tively expensive, cotton seed hulls and 
peanut hulls are untidy, and sawdust 
from the pines and pulp woods makes 
for termites. 


Miniature sunflowers seeded now will 
give mass effects of gold here and there 
in the tall shrubbery where these lights 
are needed. Ageratum for blue tones 
and tithonias for tall orange aecents 
can be sown now where they are to 
bloom, 


Cannas for strong color masses are 
striking if used with diseretion. The 
soft salmon of Mrs. Alfred Conard and 
the white of Eureka with the solid 
yellows and clear orange tones are fine, 
put the variegated ones are never in 
good taste. 

Magnolias and loblolly bays are 
covered with their characteristic ivory 
cups and the dark green leaves are 
shining in the summer sun. Mimosas are 
covered still with puffballs of pink and 
eream and the white ones have snowy 
powderpuffs. Chaste trees in blue and 
tango. (sesbania) with tawny orange 
and deep yellow clusters make a fine 
contrast here and there. Crape myrtles 
are beginning to show and all the 
roses are continuing their fine displays. 
Spring is over but summer is_ here 
and the garden is very gay! 


Cool green gardens like the one Dr. 
MeFarland wrote of in the February 
FLOWER GROWER are particularly needed 
for summer in the South. The broad- 
leaved evergreens furnish many types 
of foliage, height and width, while the 
tall conifers like juniper, spruce and 
hemlock provide necessary height. The 
pines are ubiquitous and there is no 
end to the lovely, fragile bamboos, the 
deep toned Chinese hollies and the 
cypresses and palmettos. These green 
gardens should be much used in this 
section.
